The National Era, in view of the apostacy 


of the leaders and leading influences of the 
two national parties, and the necessity of vig- 
orous exertions to repel the encroachments^of 
Slavery, makes the following suggestions : 


Old Party issues are losing their import- 


ance. The Democratic Party can hardly be 
said to exist, nt least, with a definite chart of 
principles. The Whig party is in a state of an- 
archy. The leaders of both evince, every- 
where, a disposition to unite for the purpose 
of sustaining each other against the advancing 
tide of liberal opinion. Questions which once 
divided them have lost their significance, and 
other questions have arisen on which they 
fear to commit themselves. 


It is thought by many of our friends that 


the times require the formation of a new par- 
ty, taking the Democratic principle, as its 
central idea, and boldly applying it to the 
solution of all the political questions now 
pressing upon the public mind. The move- 
ment to this end, they say, should originate in 
State action. Let the friends of Freedom in 
Ohio, for example, call a State Convention, to 
organize a party of true Democracy, on the 
basis of Land Reform, River and Harbor and 
Improvements where the works are of na- 
tional interest and require national enter- 
prise, Elections of all Officers by the People, 
Free Trade, Opposition to Class Legislation, 
Divorce of the 1 ederal Government from all 
support of Slavery, and Opposition to the 
Evil within constitutional limits. 


Let the Convention meet at as early a day 


na may be convenient, issue a Declaration of 
Principles, assume the name Democratic, as 
the title of the Party thus organized, invite 
all Liberal Anti-Slavery men to hold similar 
Conventions in their respective States, for the 
purpose of forming similar organizations, and 
issue a call for a National Democratic Con- 
vention, embracing all who are willing to 
adopt such principles, to meet, Buy at Buffalo, 
Cleveland, or Pittsburg, next September or 
October. 


Let that convention adopt a complete plat- 


form of Democratic Principles, in their legit- 
mate application to all practical questions, in- 
cluding that of Slavery, and let it call a Na- 
tional convention, to* meet the follow May 
or June, to take into consideration the sub- 
ject of nominating a candidate lor the Presi- 
dency, to be supported in 1852. 


This is the plan suggested by many true 


friend* of Freedom, and we see no objection 
to it 
Such a party would comprehend a 


large majority of the anti-slavery voters of 
the country, and attract the best materials 
from ,the old, worn-out organtzatiom. It 
would combine comprehensiveness of policy 
with unity of principle and purpose. It could 
net be charged with cowardice m the appli- 
cation of its principle*, or with neglecting one 
interest in its ceal to advance another. Jt 
would be ImpatiiaV harmoniona, complete, 
prepared for every good word and work.

USD LIMITATION DISCUSSION, 


In Gardiner's Hall, before the Youna Men's 
A83ociation,Marchl3t7t, Ulh and 16th, 1851. 


REMARKS OF S. M. BOOTH. 


Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen: 


I appear before you, at the request of this 


Association, to give you my views in favor of 
the rightfulnesa and expediency of limiting 
the amount of land, of which any individual 
may become the legal owner. I shall not dis- 
cuss the merits of any bill which may have 
been proposed in this State, or elsewhere, but 
shall confine myself to a defense of the prin- 
ciple of Land Limitation, and of the policy of 
incorporating this principle into a law. 
The 


real issue which divides the friends and op- 
ponents of Land Limitation, is, shall any limit, 
or shall no limit be set to the monopoly of the 
soil. 
Shall every man be allowed to cover 


with his title deeds—to the exclusion of all 
others—as much land as he can purchase, at 
any price; or shall some limit to individual 
ownership be established by a law having a just 
regard to the wants and interests of all the 
people of the State ? That's the question, 
stripped of all disguises, glosses and commen- 
taries. Unlimited legal monopoly of the soil, 
or legal limitation ! There is no oilier alter- 
native. 


_ Have the people on the earth a natural 
right to the earth V Have all the people a 
right to it, or only a part of them ? And if 
but a part, what part ? Did God give the 
earth to all men as an inheritance, or to only 
a few men—to a certain portion of them ?— 
And if so, to whom? To the rich \vho could 
best live without it, or to the poor whose need 
of it is greatest ? Do the land holders of to- 
day claim possession by title deeds from the 
Creator of the soil, through an uninterrupted 
series of endorsements running back to the 
Adamic period ? Or, granting that the flood 
might have somewhat obscured the ancient 
landmarks, do they hold under the new patent, 
taken out in the clays of Noah, when Shem 
and Japhet surveyed out the old boundaries 
sinew, and Hum officiated—as some people 
will have it he now does, by Divine appoint- 
ment—as chain-bearer ? 
Or do they hold 


by virtue of a conventional arrangement, an 
artificial title, derived from those who disposed 
of what they had no right to convey away— 
the inalienable birth-right of others? 


There are two aspects in which the subjeet 


of Land Limitation maybe viewed—two start- 
ing points from which its. rensonableness and 
necessity may bo argued—Eight and Expe- 
diency. 
The natural right of all men to a 


portion of the soil, and the expediency of set- 
ling limits to individual proprietorship in land, 
on the supposition that the right to the soil is 
a mere matter of social and governmental 
policy, to be regulated by organic and statu- 
tory law. 


Let us look at this subject from both these 


stand-points. That all men, whose lives are 
unforfttited by crime, have a right to be in the 
world, and of (ourse, to a foothold on the 
«artb, no sane man will deny. But if no limit 
may be set to the ownership of land, and a 
part may obtain possession of the ivhole, where 
are the rest to find a standing place, or a sit- 
ting place, except as^resbpussers, or tenants at 
will, on other people's land ? They have no 
right to be lorn into the world, or to stay in it 
aiTer they are born, except by the sufferance 
of the landholders. For, exclusive title to 
land carries with it the right of exclusive oc- 
cupancy, and of course the right to eject, as 
intruders, all who set foot upon nny portion 
of tho soil covered by their title. 
So that if 


you deny the natural, inalienable right of all 
men to a poition of the earth, and allow every 
man to acquire, without limit, as much land 
as he can Und means to purchase, one-tenth 
of the people muy appropriate to themselves 
the entire surfivco of the earth, and the re- 
maining nine-tcntha are landless and homeless 
tresspassers on the soil, at the mercy of the 
landholders while living and dying, at their 
birth and at their death, and legally, they 
have no free home but on the rolling sea, and 
no rightful burial place but in the boundless 
deep. 


I maintain, in opposition to this right of 


monopoly, the primal, inherent right of every 
man to tho soil—a right conferred upon him 
in the morning of creation, when God said, 
" Let us make man in our image, and let 
them have dominion over all the earth." That 
grant secures to all men, throughout all gen- 
erations, a divine right to the soil, as free and 
absolute as the right to the air we breathe, and 
the water with which we slake our thirst. 


And the spirit which would deny the natur- 


al right of all men to the soil, if it could, would 
fence off the deep into lots for sale, seize upon 
the fountains of waters and sell them out to the 
thirsting people by the glass, make merchandise 
of the rain drops, appropriate the free atmos- 
phere of heaven ami make the poor pay for the 
very breath that vitalizes them, and bottle up 
God's sunshine for speculation, and sell it out 
to the cold and shivering multitude, at ao much 
a quart. 


Blaekstone asserts that all men have a nat- 


ural and equal right to the earth—that this 
right is the gift of their common Creator—that 
by* the law of nature and reason, occupancy 
alone constitutes a valid title—that "it is 
agreed on all hands that occupancy gave the 
original right to the permanent property in 
the substance of the earth itself." 


And Chitty, the able annolator of Black- 


stone, says, " it is not disputed that the gift* 
of nature—tho earth and its ever-recurring 
provision for the support and comfort of man, 
were originally the portion, equally, of all man- 
kind. 
HOT it the abstract proposition dissen- 


ted from, that M time can render sacred or 
infuse tb« principle of justice into a claim of 
right, which began in usurpation upon the gen- 
eral rights of all." 


I might quote a Urge number of standard 


writers on tnis subject, all confirming the doc- 
trine of man's natural and inherent right to 
the soil, but I ant now speaking to a jury of 
my peers, whose judgment will respond to 
the maxim that "tho reasonabknest of taw is 
tb« «OUL of ta*«" and BO! to an assemblage of 
Ifttrv*!*, who would wrap first principles 
around with «n impenetrable web of legal j 
t*tiBoicaliliM» *od smother reason ami irifbrj 
under an ««lwch* of Constitutional quib-i 


* *7fa"** nttamt) »n<l inherent rights groyr 


out of iU Mter^I and iuberent wtnU, kid bis 


absolute wants are the correlatives of his ab 
solute rights. His right to the earth grow 
out of the very necessities of his being, for th 
elements of which the earth is composed are 
indispensable to hia existence. To deny hi 
right of free access to the earth, is to denj 
bis right to life, and to make bis life itself de 
pendant on the good pleasure of others. Nay 
to deny the right of the landless to the soil, " 
to sweep away the rights of the landholders 
themselves. For if all men have not a natu 
ral right to the earth then no man has a natu 
ral right to it, and the present land owners 
hold possession, by might, and not by right— 
by the power of the purse and the sword, and 
not by the authority of justice and righteou 
law. And as the landless are an overwhelm 
ing majority in every State in the Union 
and in nearly every country on the globe, on 
this theory, they may unite and through th 
power of the ballot, or by the strong arm o 
force turn the present landholders out of pos 
session, and appropriate their lands to them 
selves. And the only just security of the 
landholders, in retaining permanent possession 
of their lands, is the recognition of man's nat 
ural right to the earlh. And there is no es 
caping the conclusion that if one man has £ 
natural right to the earth, all men have a nat 
ural right to it. And the best evidence o 
this right is the presence of the living man 
himself, demanding, in the name of God who 
made him, a place whereon he may stand, 
spot of earth where he may build him a home 
and enough of our common Father's land to 
enable him to support the life He gave, and to 
cultivate and develope the powers which Hi 
created. And this right he may claim, no 
merclv for himself, but for his wife and chil 
dren, if he have so great a boon. And though 
he may waive the exercise of this right, he 
can never divest himself of it, till he can 
change the law of his beincr, and make voit 
the will of his Creator. For the charter of 
this right is written by the finger of God, in 
characters of living light, upon the Human 
Constitution—every want of his being pro 
claims it—every faculty of his body and sou 
confirms it, and you cannot deny this right 
without making war upon the divinity of man 
hood, or annul it, witout abolishing Humanity 
itself. 


I have dwelt at length on this point, be 


cause the doctrine of Land Limitation neces- 
sarily results fiom the natural right of man to 
the soil. For if all men have a natural right 
to the earth and to a Home, apart have no 
right to monopolize all the earth and al 
Homes. Nor can the present generation dis 
franchise a future generation of their right to 
a Home. 
For every generation has the 


same natural right to the earth and to homes 
as the generation which preceded it. And to 
deny their right, is to make property in lane 
the great end of Human existence and Hu- 
man life and Human happiness mere incidents 
to bo sacrificed to that end. 


Now what is the province and object of 


just Government, if it be not 1o protect man's 
natural rights. 
And if every man has 


natural right to the earth, it is the duty of the 
Government to protect that right, by forbid- 
ding encroachments upon it—by limiting the 
spirit of Land Monopoly ; that is, by estab- 
lishing the principle of Land Limitation.— 
And the Legislature which shall enact a land 
limitation law, so far from committing a 
wrong against any portion of the community, 
will only protect the natural rights of the 
whole, against the unnatural wrongs of a part 
—will only incorporate natural justice into a 
law, and ordain the teachings of the human 
and Divine constitution of things into a stat 
ute. 
And the government which refuses to 


protect my natural right to the soil, and your 
nntural right to the soil, by refusing to limit 
the encroachments of the wealthy upon that 
right, is unjust, leaves the weak to become the 
prey of the strong, is a government of the 
landed few over the landless many, and is an 
Oligarchy in fact, though Republican in name. 
And I care not though you confront me with 
precedent and usage, and the forms of law 
time-hallowed with the dust of centuries, till 
you can legitimatize blasphemy, humanize 
inhumanity and republicanize despotism by 
the lapse of ages, and blot out the hand-wri- 
ting of God inscribed on the constitution of 
man, by an act of legislation, you cannot an- 
nul tho right of all men to the soil, nor 
absolve the Government from its obligation to 
protect them in the enjoyment of that right. 


But aside from the natural right of man to 


the earth, and the free grant of the Creator, 
which is of itself an irrepealable statute of 
limitations against all Land Monopolists, I 
maintain that the Government, as a matter of 
wise and beneficent State policy—as a meas- 
ure of the highest expediency—should adopt 
the principle of land limitation, and should 
fix a limit beyond which no individual should 
appropriate the soil to himself, while there 
were any landless poor to be provided for. 


The history of land ownership and its fruits, 


from the earliest age* till the present period, 
shows that there is a special necessity for the 
adoption of a land limitation law, in order to 
preserve to the people their rights and liber- 
ties. 


In the Patriarchal age—in the time of 


Abraham and Lot—the unappropriated land 
was considered free to the first comer, and 
occupancy was the only valid title. The Pat- 
riarch wns the head of the family or tribe, 
whose* members were related by blood, mar- 
riage or adoption, and the possessions of the 
Patriarch were the property of all; and this 
tenure being adapted to the intelligence, 
wants and condition of the race at that time, 
Land Monopoly had less opportunity and 
scope to work out injurious results 


Then came the age of conquest, when em- 


pires were founded uy arms—when the Mon- 
arch assumed the right to be Head and Law- 
giver of the Nation, without performing the 
duties of parent and legislator, and the people 
and their lands were the subjects of spolia- 
tion by successive conquerors and rulers. 


Then followed the Feudal age, when the 


military chieftain parcelled out tie lands ob- 
tained by arms, to his tends or vaoals, on 
condition of military, personal or ra#ai*l ser- 
vice. But as the King was the h*ad of the 
Feudal system, and n« the Dukes, Earls, 
Barons and Lords held their land^ofihim by 
the tenure of Knight service, and were bound 
to keep in their service a large number of in- 
ferior knight*, squirts, bowmen and jeqwep, 
whcm fidelity tt was n«c«s»ry to's*0ttre,to« 
pal the inraife of rival nobleowni, and sone- 
tiift«a«v«n the •ocroachments of the King hhtf- 


seif, they were obliged to treat these retainer* 
and their dependants withgreat lenity. So thai 
Land Monopoly, even here, could not work ou' 
its worst results. The magnificence of the 
Lord was measured by the number of retainers 
who lived on his bounty and fed at his table 
and not, as now, among our Republican 
Lords, by the jewels on their persons, the 
splendor ot their equipage and the number o 
their houses and farms. There were also 
large tracts of charity lands belonging to the 
numerous religious houses for the support o 
the poor, the feeble and the forlorn, which 
modified, to a greater or less degree, the evils 
of Land Monopoly. So that in the Patriar- 
chal, the Barbarian and the Feudal ages, the 
Freemen—for I speak not of the slaves— 
were so connected by relationship, or by the 
mutual dependencies of Patrons and Clients 
Lords and Vassals, that the deprivation of tht 
right of the masses to the soil did not work 
out the worst results of Land Monopoly, in 
personal and domestic degradation and desti- 
tution, as it has done under the auspices oJ 
civilization in the old world, and as it prom- 
ises to do—unless prevented by Land Reform 
—under the banner of Republican civiliza- 
tion, and Republican Christianity, in the new,

A gentlemen in England intends to cover 


a large barn, 110 feet long and 28 feet wide 
on his farm at Heavitree, with a gloss, roof af- 
ter the model of the palace of glass. The ex- 
pense will not be above two thirds of the cost 
of slate, and he anticipates several advanta- 
ges from the novel roof: among others, it may 
be applied to the drying of corn during a 
catching harvest. The corn can be placed in 
the barn immediately upon being reaped 
where it will have the benefit of the sun when 
it shines, be protected from the showers, and 
also dried by artificial heat, if required, and 
then stacked in ricks under a covered stack- 
yard. He will next sow the land with turnip 
or rape, and so get three crops in one year
